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PRESIDENTS’ PROGRAM 
COMING MEETING IN CHICAGO 


Association Will Discuss Educational 
Forces in Life Insurance and 
Life Extension 





New York, Nov. 21—That the ques- 
tion of getting the right kind of men 
as recruits for the army of life insur- 
ance agents is a practical problem of 
much moment to company executives 
is indicated by the prominence being 
given to the subject in the program of 
the fourth annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation of Life Insurance Presidents, to 
be held at Chicago on Friday and Sat- 
urday, Dec. 9-10, at the Hotel La Salle. 
In a letter now being sent to invited 
guests, inclosing a copy of the prelim- 
inary program, the following statement 
is made: 

Recruiting the Field Forces 

“One of the problems of the life in- 
surance business today is found in re- 
cruiting the field forces—the men who 
spread the gospel of protection for the 
home and who write the business. This 
is a difficulty experienced by every com- 
pany whether large or small. It is 
hoped that some practical solution will 
be pointed out in the discussion of this 
subject which has been arranged for 
the first day of the meeting. Exccu- 
tive officers of companies and agency 
managers will relate the nature of the 
troubles they have had in this respect 
and some will explain how they have 
recently overcome this situation to a 
certain extent. Representatives of uni- 
versities prominent in the vocational 
training movement in this country will 
tell what institutions of higher learning 
are accomplishing in the professional 
training of men for business positions 
and probably the way will be indicated 
for a more practical direct application 
of this method of instruction with re- 
spect to the life insurance business. It 
is hoped that the officers of all com- 
panies will come prepared to join in 
the general discussion and thus add 
the benefit of their experience and 
thought to this important subject.” 

Investments and Conservatism 

The investments made by trustees 
for life insurance policyholders, sav- 
ings banks depositors, etc., is another 
subject which will receive attention at 
the meeting.. It will be broadly dis- 
cussed in a paper by Prof. James Lau- 
rence Laughlin of the University of 
Chicago, who is an economist with an 
international reputation. 

_ State and national sanitarians will de- 

liver addresses in connection with the 
association’s campaign for the conser- 
vation of human life.

PREDICT ILLINOIS LAWS 


AWAIT COMMISSION’S REPORT 





Much Interest in Probable Recommen- 
dations the Inquisatorial Body 
Will Make to Legislature 





The Illinois Fire Insurance Commis- 
sion will hold a meeting in Chicago dur- 
ing the first week of next month to 
prepare the final draft of its report 
which it will submit to the legislature. 
It expects to be able to file its report 
the day the legislature convenes, Jan. 
10. The report will deal with the evi- 
dence that has been taken by the com- 
mission and will review fire insurance 
conditions in the state as the commis- 
sion sees them, leading up to its recom- 
mendations. The commission will prob- 
ably recommend four or five bills to be 
introduced in the legislature based on 
its recommendations. 

The report will cover such subjects 
as the fire waste, taxes, fire insurance 
expense, Lloyds and unlicensed compa- 
nies, the surplus line law, rating, dis- 
crimination and rebating, agency quali- 
fications and the like. 

May Recommend Antidiscrimination Law 

From the temper of the commission 
and the evidence offered at the hearings 
it seems likely that some form of anti- 
discrimination bill will be introduced. 
It is not thought that the commission 
believes in a rate regulation law of the 
Kansas type for example. Its members 
have seemed impressed at the hearings 
with the necessity of some plan that 
will give every assured of the same 
class a square deal. This part of the 
Kansas law appeals strongly to the 
commission. Under such a law the 
companies would file their basis sched- 
ules on each class with the department 
and they could not be departed from 
them unless new ones were filed. This 
for instance would place dwelling rates 
in Chicago on the same basis as those 
out in the state. 

Such a law would carry an antirebate 
feature, prohibiting a company, or agent 
from giving a rebate and the assured 
from receiving it. Sufficient penalty 
would be attached to make the violation 
of the law unattractive. A statute of 
this kind would eliminate relief rules 
and competitive rates, against which a 
number of Illinois agents are now pro- 
testing. 

Surplus Line Law Violations 

The commission looked into the sur- 
plus line law and finds numerous vio- 
lations and no proper penalty for pun- 
ishing the guilty. It believes that much 
business is being written in surplus line 
companies that is not strictly excess 
lines. Licensed surplus line agents do 
not go to the trouble to exhaust ad- 
mitted capacity but stick their surplus 
companies on at any time. Again risks 
are covered at points out in the state by 
surplus brokers in unlicensed compa- 
nies. In such cases the assured refuses 
to pay the tariff rate. An agent tries 
it out through a Chicago broker to see 
if he can get insurance at a cut. 
Through the violation of the surplus 
line act, the regular local agents in 
Chicago and out in the state are being 
deprived of premiums that otherwise

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WANTS UNIFORM ACTION 
TALK OF A COMBINED BUREAU 





Thought by Some That Legislation 
Should Be Handled for All by 
One Body 





New York, Nov. 21—(Special)— 
With the prospect of an avalanche of 
bills affecting insurance, some insur- 
ance men are considering the ques- 
tion of a central organization of all 
insurance interests to look after legis- 
lative matters for all classes of com- 
panies. While many of these different 
branches of insurance have their own 
legislative bureaus and associations, 
other branches are not so well repre- 
sented or their representation is more 
or less sectional. 

The suggestion of combining these 
independent organizations of the var- 
ious branches into one major organiza- 
tion, with a force of lawyers second 
to none in the country, for the work 
of advocating al! legislation beneficial 
to the insurance business has been 
made from time to time and was only 
recently mentioned by John T. Stone, 
president of the Maryland Casualty, 
at the fall meeting of the Board of 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters. The 
suggestion though acknowledged to be 
a good one at that time was not taken 
up seriously because of the intention of 
the board to subscribe its share to the 
publicity bureau of accident interests 
which is now established under former 
Commissioner Barry of Michigan. 

Interchange of Information 


One underwriter said the other day 
that he could see no reason why the 
plan could not be worked out by an in- 
terchange of information between the 
National Board, the Association of Life 
Insurance Presidents, the International 
Association of Accident Underwriters 
and similar associations with the idea 
of working together through their in- 
dividual attorneys on such matters of 
common interest as tax bills, bills re- 
garding unauthorized companies, bills 
designating what kinds of insurance 
various classes of companies might 
write and others of a common interest 
and such cooperation would be likely 
to work for the good of the business 
as a whole. It has been pointed out, 
however, that sometimes those inter- 
ested in one class of insurance only 
are inclined to “put it over,’ so to 
speak, on the other branches of the busi- 
ness in seeking advantages for their 
own class which throw heavier bur- 
dens on other classes. 

Saving in Expense 


More than one underwriter has advo- 
cated recently the plan of cooperation 
for all insurance organizations. When 
foreign fire insurance companies are 
preparing to do a casualty business in 
this country through subsidiary cor- 
porations, either local or foreign, it is 
pointed out that cooperation between 
fire and casualty companies could be 
readily arranged because of commun- 
ity of interests, to say nothing of the 
saving in expense of organized effort 
to defeat hostile legislation and the 
greater efficiency in unified action. 


Will He Name Mr. Roe? 


Des Moines, Iowa, Nov, 21—(Spe- 
cial)—The reelection of Governor B. F. 
Carroll as governor of Iowa has stirred 
up once more the suspicion that the 
governor will name Ole Roe as head of 
the state insurance department in case 
it is separated from the auditor’s of- 
fice, as the next legislature will be 
asked to do. According to “dope” in 
insurance circles, the governor will rec- 
ommend the establishment of a sepa- 
rate insurance department in his mes- 
sage to the coming legislature. The 
governor holds that the insurance work 
of Iowa has become too large to_be 
confined to its present limitations. Mr. 
Roe worked hard for the governor and 
put in much time campaigning for him. 








WILL LIKELY FILL OUT TERM 


Superintendent Hotchkiss of New York 
in No Great Danger of Being 
Displaced 








New York, Nov. 21.—(Special.)— 
Friends of Insurance Superintendent 
Hotchk:ss who realize the interest he 
has taken in his work do not doubt 
that he will fill out the remainder of 
the term for which he was appointed, 
which would keep him in office to May, 
1912. 

Mr. Hotchkiss is exceedingly inter- 
ested in making the New York insur- 
ance department the standard for such 
departments in the United States and 
the record that he has made in a year 
and a half in office indicates that he 
has gone a long way toward attain- 
ing his ambition. He has certain plans 
which he has yet to work out and the 
perfection of certain laws which have 
been tried in a modified form already. 
It would not be good politics for him 
as a Republican to make another berth 
for a Democrat and the general belief 
is expressed that Governor-elect Dix is 
too shrewd a man to attempt to make 
it unpleasant for an officeholder who 
has earned the respect of the insuring 
public generally.

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INDIANA DECREE FILED 
CONDITIONS NOT DISTURBED 


Penalties for Rate Infractions Are For- 
bidden, But Agents Can Agree 
Not to Rebate 





_ The decree finally entered in the an- 
titrust suits against the companies and 
rating bureaus in Indiana last week will 
not, it seems, make necessary any 
change in the present method of con- 
ducting the business in that _ state. 
While the decree finds that the com- 
panies, prior to the filing of the suit, 
were engaged in an illegal combina- 
tion to enforce rates, the injunction 
does not prevent them from carrying 
on the methods which they adopted, on 
the advice of Attorney Thomas Bates, 
immediately upon the filing of the suit, 
In fact, there is a paragraph in the 
decree which seems to permit them to 
go even further. The court says “the 
language of this decree is not to be 
construed so as to prevent the de- 
fendants or their agents or employes 
from agreeing upon rates upon any one 
risk.” About the only thing that is 
forbidden is the enforcement of pen- 
alties for rate cutting, but apparently 
there is nothing to prevent the field 
clubs calling the attention of companies 
or field men to deviations from advisory 
rates, or to prevent companies secur- 
ing corrections through their own 
agents. 
Scope of the Decree 


The following is the language of the 


decree defining the scope of the injunc- 
tion: 


It is considered, ordered, adjudged and 
decreed that the defendants (123 companies 
and E. M. Sellers and Thomas S. McMur- 
ray, Jr.), their officers, managers, agents, 
employes and representatives and each of 
them be and they are hereby permanently 
enjoined from directly or indirectly by 
any method operating, maintaining, form- 
ing or continuing any combination or 
agreement among themselves or with any 
other corporation, firm or individual for 
the purpose of establishing, fixing, main- 
taining, controlling or affecting in any 
manner whatsoever rates of premiums for 
fire and tornado insurance upon property 
located in Indiana, and from abolishing, 
suppressing or hindering competition in 
the fire and tornado insurance business 
within said state. 

Pines and Penalties Forbidden 

That each of them, be and they are 
hereby permanently enjoined from en- 
forcing by penalties, fines, forfeitures or 
any other means, the writing of fire and 
tornado insurance on property in the 
state of Indiana at any common rate or 
any rate other than may be agreed upon 
between the insurer and the insured. 

From assessing, demanding, levying or 
receiving any penalties, fines or forfeitures 
and from doing any other act by way of 
penalty for the failure of any person, firm 
or corporation to change, correct or cancel 
any insurance policy upon property lo- 
cated in the state of Indiana, this lan- 
Suage not to be so construed as to pre- 
vent any defendant company from con- 
trolling the action of its agents; 


Can’t Have Nonintercourse Rule 


From agreeing or promising not to 
transact business or have business rela- 
tions with any member of any such union, 
board, association, league, committee or 
other organization who may violate any of 
the rules or requirements of such union, 
board, association, league, committee or 
other organization, or with any other cor- 
poration, partnership or individual en- 
gaged in writing fire or tornado insurance 
on property in the state, who may fail to 
comply with said rules or requirements; 

Bar On Rate Investigations 

From holding any meeting of the repre- 
sentatives of two or more of the defend- 
ant companies for the purpose of inquir- 
ing or hearing any evidence to determine 
whether any person has been guilty of 
writing any fire or tornado insurance on 
property in Indiana at any rate different 
from the rate at which the same should 
have been written, or different from the 
rate at which any person may claim the 
Same should have been written, and from 
using any common means for acquiring 
or distributing information concerning any 
Such alleged violation of rates. 

From requiring any member of such 
union, board, association, league, com- 
mittee or other organization, other than 
agents in performance of the require- 
ments of their own companies, to cancel 
any fire or tornado insurance policy, on 
wae in Indiana for any cause whatso- 

No Agreement On Advisory Rates 


From either directly or indirectly in any 
manner or form, through said combination 
or any other similar combination, or by 





cooperation of any sort, accomplishing 
any of the purposes of said combination 
hereinbefore found, or performing or at- 
tempting to accomplish or perform any 
of the functions of such instrumentalities 
hereinbefore found to have been adopted, 
as follows, towit: By means of bureaus 
promulgating to each of said defendants 
uniform advisory estimates of rates at 
which fire and tornado insurance should 
be written and by means of such several 
organizations adopting said advisory esti- 
mates as the rates at which each of 
defendants shall write fire and tornado 
insurance in Indiana; adopting rules for 
suppressing competition, methods of com- 
pelling uniform rates and practices in said 
business in Indiana; 
Strong Against Penalties 

From providing penalties for the viola- 
tion of any of said requirements from 
either directly or indirectly in any form 
or manner imposing any penalties by 
way of fines, forfeitures of business, can- 
cellation of policies or in any other man- 
ner upon any of defendant companies or 
their officers, managers, agents, employees, 
or representatives, or upon any other cor- 
poration, firm or individual for the viola- 
tion of any rates, requirements or policy 
forms, methods of business or practices 
adopted by said combination, and 

From either directly or indirectly in any 
manner or form doing any of the acts or 
accomplishing any of the purposes or 
results hereinbefore found and adjudged 
to be unlawful. 

Sell Rates To All Comers 

That said defendants, Ernest M. Sell- 
ers and Thomas S. McMurray, Jr., be and 
they are hereby permanently enjoined 
from acting as the common representa- 
tive or employee of any two or more of 
said defendant companies for the procur- 
ing and furnishing of advisory estimates 
to the exclusion of any person, firm or 
corporation writing fire or tornado in- 
surance in Indiana, or of any other per- 
son desiring information as to the advis- 
ory estimates that may be prepared by 
said Sellers or McMurray for insurance 
upon property located in Indiana; 

Purely Advisory Rates O. EK. 

This language, however, not to be con- 
strued so as to prevent said Seilers and 
MeMurray or either of them from furnish- 
ing to the defendants severally, and to 
their agents and employees and other per- 
sons, firms, and corporations, including 
the assured and applicants for insurance, 
upon demand and for such compensation 
as may be reasonable or may be agreed 
upon, advisory estimates of premiums for 
fire and tornado insurance upon property 
located in Indiana, such advisory esti- 
mates to be furnished to all persons de- 
siring the same upon the same terms, in 
the same form and for the same considera- 
tion so far as the ability of said Sellers 
and McMurray and their facilities may 


rmit. 
ts May Prevent Rebating 


Nothing in this decree contained shall 
be so construed as to prevent persons, in 
their individual capacity, who may be 
agents of fire insurance companies in In- 
diana from entering into agreements with 
other persons, in their individual capacity, 
who may be such agents, to the effect 
that such persons will not engage in the 
practice known as rebating or returning 
to the insured a part of the premiums re- 
ceived and named in the policy of in- 
surance. 

Rates on Individual Risks 

language of this decree is not to be 
commend te 4 to prevent the defendants 
or their agents or employes from agree- 
ing upon rates on any one risk (when con- 
current policies are to be written on any 
such risk and such rate has_ been agreed 
upon by the assured), and also from 
agreeing upon what is known by insurance 
men as forms of policies for the purpose 
only of writing policies concurrent as to 
the distribution of the risk.

W. R. Paxton of Walla Walla and A. 

Addresses were 
made by L. Ensign of Spokane, 
formerly with the Montana State Fire 
Agents Association as secretary, and by 
Seth Morford of Seattle.

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DEAN EXPOSES FALLACY 


VIEWS ON’ CLASSIFICATION 





Declares It Is Worthless as Basis for 
Rates—Shows Errors in 
Theory 





A. F. Dean, author of the analytic 
system of rating, has just published a 
little booklet under the title “Fire In- 
surance Classifications.” The subject 
is of timely interest because of the re- 
quest of the New York investigating 
committee for the classified experience 
of the fire companies doing business in 
that state, and the favor with which the 
proposal of compulsory combined clas- 
sification is meeting in many places. 

Mr. Dean created a stir when he de- 
clared at a hearing of the Illinois Fire 
Insurance Commission last winter that 
no classified statistics will ever be of 
the slightest use in determining the 
proper analysis of hazard or the proper 
charge or credit for each of the ana- 
lyzed parts. His new thesis fortifies 
and elaborates that view. 


Can Carry a Rabbit’s Foot 


In the “foreword” Mr. Dean states 
that he has no desire to question the 
virtue of classifications, so long as they 
are kept by each company for its own 
use. It is the inalienable right, he says, 
of every freeborn American citizen, re- 
gardless of color or previous condition, 
to carry a rabbit’s foot about his per- 
son if he see proper, but this is a very 
different thing from everybody’s being 
forced by law to carry a rabbit’s foot as 
a prophylactic against the powers of 
evil. 

That fire hazard can be measured 
scientifically is a theory long main- 
tained by Mr. Dean, and in the present 
booklet he begins with a scientific defi- 
nition of classification. There is no 
difference of opinion among authori- 
ties, he says, that the quality of same- 
ness is what constitutes a class. Classi- 
fication must be preceded by analysis. 

Slap-dash Methods Vitiate Results 

Classification is a condition precedent 
to statistical treatment, and if our clas- 
sifications have been established by 
slap-dash methods, without regard to 
the fundamental principles which gov- 
ern all classification, our statistical re- 
sults will be vitiated and rendered 
worthless, or, as the basis of false con- 
clusions, positively dangerous. 

Sameness is the goal of all classi- 
fication. Admitting that the sole pur- 
pose of company classification is to 
deal with the fire hazard, and that, as 
in all classification, the end sought is 
sameness, the question arises, Same- 
ness of what? There is no character- 
istic or attribute of fire hazard con- 
cerning which we need information 
through these lists, except its quantity. 
Hence it follows that if we do not 
group in the same class risks embody- 
ing the same quantity of hazard, the 
classification cannot be valid, because 
it ignores the end sought in all classi- 
fication—sameness. 

Utter Indifference to Sameness 

Probably no two companies agree 
either in the number of classes or in 
the risks grouped in each, but one char- 
acteristic manifests itself in all, name- 
ly, an utter indifference to sameness 
in the quantity of hazard in the indi- 
vidual risks or units of each class. The 
quantity of hazard in two risks of the 
same class may differ as widely as in 
any two risks. 

Furthermore, the great values in the 
business districts in our towns and 
cities, embodying the mercantile group, 
with innumerable minor industries, are 
dumped indiscriminately in one class, 
embracing probably one-third of all the 
insurable values of the country. There 
is nO more community of interest be- 
tween the wholesale grocery and whole- 
sale dry goods establishment than be- 
tween the flouring mill and the cotton 
compress, yet in the one case all are 
thrown indiscriminately into one class, 





while in the other each tub is required 
to stand on its own bottom. 
No Community of Interest 

The community of interest is less, if 
possible, between two risks of the same 
class than between risks of two dif- 
ferent classes. One may be a drug 
store in a brick building, entitled to a 
rate of 60 cents, and the other may 
deserve a rate of $3. 

Again, in classifying omnibus risks, 
sameness is unattainable. If an attempt 
is made to classify each occupancy, 
the others are disturbing quantities, 
while if thrown into the omnibus class 
the classification has no value. The 
same with conglomerate risks, where 
many hazards are grouped in a single 
industry. 

Errors Destroy Possibility of Usefulness 


There is also the personal end of the 
equation. Every error in classifying a 
single risk vitiates the occuracy on two 
classes, the one in which the risk be- 
longs and the one in which it is listed. 
In combined lists the chances of error 
increase in mathematical ratio with the 
number of companies compelled to use 
the classification. The law of error 
would not apply in such case, because 
of the difference in the units. In 
small groups of risks of large values 
an error might affect the experience 
for twenty-five years. Finally, if we 
could accomplish the impossible and 
establish sameness in all other respects, 
this sameness would be destroyed by 
either of two disturbing factors, 
namely, ratio of insurance to value and 
term rates. 

Birth of Classification Legitimate 


The birth of classification was legiti- 
mate. Each class was composed of 
sames in theory, practice, and in fact, 
for this was before the days of gigantic 
trade emporiums. The little stores 
were so“ nearly alike in size in occu- 
pancy that they could be reasonably 
regarded as sames. The birth of the 
first rating schedule began to make 
the several classes different from each 
other—broke up their sameness and 
shifted the grouping by characteristics 
from risks themselves to their parts. 

Classification by Schedule 

Every rating schedule must recognize 
that the total hazard in every risk is 
built up by the contributory hazard of 
its parts, and it is the business of the 
schedule to analyze hazard _ into 
its parts, establish a standard for each 
nart and a scale of charges and credits 
for deviations from the standards. This 
is true classification, for it recognizes 
first what is to be analyzed, namely, 
fire hazard, which is the same wherever 
found; second, the relative hazard in 
each part is estimated from its char- 
acteristics and established as a sepa- 
rate class, and third, wherever the part 
is found it possesses the quality of 
sameness with all like parts under like 
circumstances. Under these theories 
the schedule itself becomes an elaborate 
system of classifications which will 
serve every necessary requirement that 
can be made of classification. Under 
these new theories, when the country 
has once been rated every local tariff 
may be regarded as a regimentation in 
which every risk stands in true mathe- 
matical relation with every other risk. 

Priction-Generating Bluff 

The present classifications are a 
friction-generating “bluff’ that pre- 
tends to group all risks of the same 
family in a_ single class, including 
“black sheep” and “poor relations,” 
when all experience teaches that this 
cannot be done. They ignore that 
most potent of human motives—human 
pride. One may be proud of his risk. 
He wants it to be well groomed and be- 
yond criticism. Another regards his 
risk as something to be worn out in 
his service, to produce the maximum 
income with the minimum outgo. To 
tell the first man that his risk is in a 
class with that of the second and that 
his rate has got to be raised on account 
of the experience of the class, hurts 
his pride and outrages his sense of jus- 
tice. Tell him his rate is raised be- 
cause of the exceptional dimensions,

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exposure, absence of protection or any 
other feature of his own risk and he 
accepts his advance philosophically; 
but tell him his rate is raised because 
it is classed with a lot of mongrel com- 
petitors and he seeks the cheap conso- 
lations of cut-rate indemnity. In this 
the classification lists have kept up a 
constant weeding-out process, in which 
the general underwriters get the weeds 
and a lot of poachers get the succulent 
vegetables. It is a historic fact that 
the legitimate companies have  suf- 
fered in. this way from successive epi- 
demics of desertion by their best risks, 
while the refuse risks left on their 
books have contributed to a perennial 
increase in the loss ratio of their class. 
Theories of Analytic Schedule 
Under the theories of the analytic 
schedule, rating is not called rating, be- 
cause as a system it does not directly 
seek to establish the selling prices of 
fire indemnity, but through analysis and 
classification to establish the amount of 
hazard in each risk as compared with 
other risks. We cannot assume that 
risks themselves are amenable to the 
laws of average, without assuming that 
each of the parts is equally amenable 
to average. The synthesis of parts that 
establishes the quantity of hazard in a 
risk, establishes at the same time the 
same permanent quantitative relation 
between the hazard of this risk, as com- 
pared with all other risks similarly mea- 
sured, that exists among the parts 
themselves. It matters not what trade 
name a risk bears, for if its hazard has 
been measured by the same scale of 
measurement, it stands in a position of 
permanent relativity to other risks re- 
gardless of what they may be called. 





HARTFORD ON CLASSIFICATION 


Lack of Value for Rate Making Is 
Shown 





The current issue of the Hartford 
Agent, published by the Hartford Fire, 
contains an article on classification in 
which the same conclusion is reached 
as in the paper by Mr. Dean. Extracts 
from the article are as follows: 

Unfortunately for fire underwriters, 
classification tables, as formule for the 
making of rates, are wholly inadequate 
and unreliable. To an experienced insur- 
ance man the results of classification have 
some general and indeterminate suggest- 
ive value, but they afford absolutely no 
material for accurate deduction. 

One Fundamental Difficulty 

One fundamental difficulty about classi- 
fication tables is the impossibility of ar- 
riving at such a division of classes as will 
produce results having scientific value. 
Every risk, naturally, has its own inher- 
ent hazard, and if each risk of a class 
were identical, both as to building and 
contents, and every one were situated de- 
tached, classification tagles might be de- 
vised which would approximately show 
the fire hazard of individual classes. But 
with almost every risk there are circum- 
stances which differ from those of other 
risks of the same class. Some buildings 
are of sole occupancy. Those variously 
occupied have combinations of hazard dif- 
fering one from the other. The number 
of possible combinations is infinite. 

Between Scylla and Charybdis 

No class can be made up of risks identi- 
cally the same, and yet if we pile into one 
class all risks of a general kind, irre- 
spective of how they may be combined 
with others or what peculiar conditions 
they may have surrounding them, we get 
results obviously valueless. On the other 
hand, if we seek to avoid this difficulty 
by multiplying classes and classifying to- 
gether only risks closely approaching each 
other as to characteristics, we have such 
a variety of classes and so reduce the 
volume of each as to narrow the average 
and show abnormal results produced by 
transient or exceptional causes. We are 
between Scylla and Charybdis. 

Can’t Get Individual Rate 

If, for sake of argument, we concede 
the possibility of logically establishing a 
rate on any class by the results of its 
classification, what do we then have? A 
rate, it is true, but after all only an 
average rate. It is conceivable that it 
might not be the exact rate of any indi- 
vidual risk in the class. If we find that 
the average rate of a certain class is 1 
percent, shall we reduce to that figure 
all its inferior risks, now paying more, 
and increase the rate on its better built 
or carefully managed establishments, for 
which we now charge less?

GET UP ANTIREBATE BILL

FIVE PERCENT EXEMPTION CLAUSE 


The Western Union seemingly got 
into quite a snarl over adopting the 
5 percent clause exempting the as- 
sured from furnishing an inventory on 
his undamaged goods provided the loss 
did not exceed 5 percent of the value. 
The old rule based the 5 percent on 
the insurance carried. This was found 
to be unsatisfactory in cases where 
insurance to value was small. Then 
for many years no exemption at all 
was allowed. When the new rule was 
put into effect it was found that it 
was misunderstood and many policies 
were written with the exemption clause 
based on insurance instead of value. 
It got into such a tangle that the gov- 
erning committee held that the rule 
for the time being could be waived and 
that the old clause with the “insurance” 
basis instead of the “value” basis could

CONDITIONS IN THE WEST 

Companies still complain of a falling 
premium market in the west. The loss 
ratio has been fairly high this year, 
especially in the forest fire zone. Com- 
petitive conditions are acute in differ- 
ent localities and charges of rate cut- 
ting are heard in many states. The 
sprinklering of risks and other improve- 
ments add to the premium decrease. 

Regardless of the expense reduction 
cry, some companies are still willing 
to pay excess commissions. A case 
came to light in Detroit last week 
where a company entered an agency 
paying 35 percent flat. 

The Western Insurance Bureau finds 
that now it is putting its scale of com- 
mission into effect in a larger territory, 
nonunion companies not identified with 
the organization are taking advantage 
of the opportunity by offering higher 
commissions. Bureau companies see 
in many instances their business going 
to excess commission concerns. It is 
predicted that this will force the bureau 
to put a separation rule into effect for 
self defense.

As 
a result some very valuable suggestions 
and comment were made. his is a 
feature of the meetings that should be 
perpetuated. 

The paper by Harry T. Morgan of 
Springfield on the evils of long credits 
extended to the assured showed the 
wastefulness and loss of time and en- 
ergy involved. 

George N. Taylor of Streator said 
that agents get business either through 
a system of service to their customers 
or by the Lee O’Neill Browne plan. 


Any one who can write his name and | 


make a few figures can secure a license 
to act as agent. The assured deals 
with such agents. When his fire comes 
and he finds he has been improperly 
covered he sees his mistake after it is 
too late. In order to correct this abuse 
and others Mr. North said it will be 
necessary to “agitate, educate and co- 
operate.” 
Cc. A. Bartlett’s Talk 

C. A. Bartlett of Edwardsville said 
that it was the opinion in many quar- 
ters when the National Association of | 
Local Agents was started that it was 
largely a big city agents’ organization | 
to carry out their purposes. Many still | 
consider the association in this light. | 
The association, he said, must have in 
it that which appeals to the country 
as well as the city agents. Laws af- 
fecting agents should be enforced by 
the association. Mr. Bartlett said that 
he believed that the organization of 
the Western Insurance Bureau by a 
number of nonunion companies was a 
benefit to the agents. It tends to 
equalize commissions and will bring 
the agents more closely together. He 
does not think the contingent commis- 
sion plan is a practical one for agents. 
Mr. Bartlett declared that the agents 
should have a voice in adjusting the 
commission question. There should be 
a joint conference of company and 
agency representatives on the subject. 
Agents should so order their association 
work that they will merit a conference 
of this character. He advocated an 
antirebate bill for Illinois and said the 
association should see that it was put 
on the books. 
Miss Goodspeed Advocates Coinsurance 

Miss Edith I. Goodspeed of Joliet is 
a firm believer in coinsurance. An 
agent should be able to explain the 
clause and show its advantages. She 
stated that a rate based on coinsurance 
is the correct one. It is an injustice 
for an assured to carry small insurance 
in proportion to value and he should be 
penalized for it. Small losses are the 
rule and the companies should see to

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it that one assured is not getting the 
advantage over another. 

Miss Goodspeed acknowledged that 
the fire waste was getting on her 
nerves. One of the fruitful causes of 
fire waste and one of the chief contrib- 
utors to incendiarism is overinsurance. 
Agents are largely responsible for this 
and they should not escape responsi- 
bility. They should keep down the in- 
surance to the amount of the actual 
value or a good proportion of it. Miss 
Goodspeed thinks that the profit shar- 
ing compensation contract with local 
agents will mean more effective service 
and a lower loss ratio. 

“Losses and collections,” said Miss 
Goodspeed, “are the bane of my ex- 
istence.” She advocated the entire 
abolition of the relief rate system. She 
thinks that every fire department should 
have a chimney inspector as so many 
fires are caused by defective chimneys. 
The department should be divorced as 
far as possible from politics. Miss 
Goodspeed advocated a house cleaning 
both in state and municipal politics as 
well as in property conditions. 

Brosseau and Stansifer Give Talks 

Neal Brosseau of Kankakee deplored 
the practice of rebating, stating it was 
a refined way of rate cutting. He finds 
that sometimes agents write business 
at the old rates where a town has been 
rerated and try it out on their com- 
panies. In some cases the companies 
carry the risks for several months at 
the old rate or until they are caught. 

A. R. Stansifer of Litchfield dep- 
recated the side line agency plan and 
said that it was due in part to lack of 
effectiveness in local organizations. If 
the local agents have a well fortified 
board he thinks they can do something 
in checking this evil. Special agents, 
he said, go to a town and if they can 
not appoint one of the established 
agents, secure some one who can swing 
a little business, regardless of his qual- 
ifications. 

W. A. Wittick and Frank Ryan 

W. A. Wittick of Peoria said that the 
strenuous life in insurance was the 
cause of many of its weaknesses. The 
inordinate striving and pushing for 
business beyond all natural bounds 
finally reaches the breaking point. He 
cited the Shawnee Fire as an example. 

Frank Ryan of Springfield stated 
that every town should have a local 
organization, however small the town. 
If local boards keep together and work 
in harmony they can largely control the 
local situation. 

Espenscheid Gives Some Advice 

One of the most active factors in 
this meeting was H. F. Espenscheid of 
Danville, formerly state agent of the 
National of Hartford. He has had a 
valuable field experience and his talks 
at the meeting showed the results of 
his wide experience. He said that the 
main object the local agent had in mind 
is to get business. Business, however, 
should be produced on its merits and by 
rendering a distinct service to the as- 
sured. A system of this kind will win 
over rebates and rate cutting. It gives 
the assured confidence in the agent and 
he will get the business. This is the 
way to build permanently. 

Mr. Espenscheid said some agents 
seem helpless after a fire. Some mere- 
ly notify the company. The agent 
should ask the assured to follow the in- 
structions found in the policy and he 
will be all right. If the agent is able 
to give some advice strictly in accord- 
ance with the policy provisions after 
the fire, it impresses the assured. Mr. 
Espenscheid that there were no com- 
petitive rates at Danville because the 
local agents did not believe in them. 

Lady Agents Were Present 

Miss Edith Goodspeed of Joliet, one 
of the most intelligent and faithful 
agents of the state, always attends these 
meetings and is also a familiar figure at 
National association conventions. This 
year at Decatur another of the esteemed 
women agents of the state was pres- 
ent and made many friends, Miss M. A. 
Gallagher of Canton. Mrs. Edith S.

Fire Prevention Association Finds In- 
terest in Fire Protection-—Elyria 
and Norwalk Inspected 





Elyria and Norwalk, Ohio, were in- 
spected by the Ohio State Fire Preven- 
tion Association last week. It was 
learned that both places have drafts of 
building codes before their city coun- 
cils and that amendments are being 
made to perfect them as far as possible. 
In connection with this it is stated that 
many other towns similar in size to 
these places are contemplating the 
adoption of codes for the purposes of 
protection against fire waste. With a 
start of this kind, the members of the 
association believe that greater care in 
other directions will be exercised and 
that many good results will be obtained 
from the measures aside from the pri- 
mary benefits. Members who made the 
inspections met in Cleveland on Tues- 
day evening and spent the following 
days in the work. 


Think Expense Question is Dropped 

Agents in Cleveland and Cincinnati 
do not believe they will hear anything 
more of the expense reduction cam- 
paign started by the companies. They 
feel as at first predicted, that the com- 
panies themselves are not able to come 
together on a common platform. owing 
to the competitive conditions. Most of 
the agents say that the expense ques- 
tion will not be adjusted until the com- 
panies recognize the fact that the 
agents should have a voice in the mat- 
ter. The business, they argue, is a 
partnership in which capital and labor 
are alike interested. The agents claim 
that there should be a joint conference 
of company and agency representatives 
to discuss the expense question.

MICHIGAN AND INDIANA 


SOME DETROIT LOCAL NEWS 











Make Another Effort to Revive Old 
Club—Increased Coinsurance 
Credits Cause Confusion 


Detroit, Mich, Nov. 21—(Specia! 
correspondence)—When first issued, 
the 5 percent exemption clause read 
“If the aggregate claim for any loss 
shall not exceed 5 percent of such ac- 
tual cash value, no special inventory or 
appraisement of the undamaged prop- 
erty shall be required.” This really 
meant nothing and was changed by 
some agents to read “5 percent of the 
total amount of insurance carried.” The 
practice has become general now and 
the clause is understood to mean that 
no inventory is demanded when the 
loss does not exceed 5 percent of the 
amount of insurance carried. 





Placing Big Line—The Detroit 
United Railway line, amounting to 
something over ten million doilars is 
being placed by Warren, Brown & Co. 
This goes to the agents in Detroit and 
to agents in other cities where the lines 
run. 


Increased Credits—Some time ago 
the Michigan InspectionBureau changed 
the amounts deductible when the 80 
percent or 90 percent coinsurance 
clause was attached. The amount to be 
deducted was 10 percent and 15 per- 
cent, but now it is 15 and 20 percent. 
Agents get mixed, but the smart fel- 
lows got onto it and caused the other 
fellows trouble. When applying this 
clause be sure you give your customer 
the full amount he is entitled to or you 
will hear from it. 


Electricity Permits—Agents as a 
rule are not attaching the printed rider 
to their policies allowing the use of 
electricity for light and power, simply 
printing on their forms “Permission 
given to use electricity.” I do not see 
the use of attaching the lightning clause 
any more than the electrical permit, as 
it is understood if a damage is caused 
by lightning the companies pay. Of 
course, the overcharge of electricity on 
motors should exempt the companies 
from liability. 


May Have a Banquet—Some of the 
old believers in the remnants of the 
Detroit Club met a few days ago and 
determined to make another effort to 
get the agents together. It was pro- 
posed and the proposition was accepted 
that the entertainment commitee ar- 
range for a banquet at one of the ho- 
tels, invite all the fire insurance agents 
in Detroit and have some first class 
man from out of the state come and 
give the agents a talk on their duty 
toward the companies, their patrons and 
themselves, hoping thereby to create 
interest enough to get the crowd to-

DISCUSS THE RATE MAKE-UPS 








Agents Differ as to Present Method of 
Having to Get Assured’s 
Authority 





At the meeting of the Illinois Local 
Agents Association last week there was 
considerable discussion as to the prac- 
tice of having to get the authority of 
the assured before the make-up of his 
rate could be secured. In other words, 
the Illinois Inspection Bureau will not 
furnish the make-up of a rate to an 
agent or company unless the assured 
gives written authority. ’ 

There was difference of opinion as 
to the desirability of this plan. It 
seems that this rule prevails in all the 
bureaus. It was explained that if the 
bureau were compelled to have the 
make-ups of rates on all risks filed with 
the local board or stamping secretary, 
it would involve much work and a lot 
of extra expense. This would necessi- 
tate a higher charge for the rates to 
the companies, and to this they would 
probably object. Others stated that if 
these make-ups were filed with a local 
board secretary, he would get the first 
peep at them and secure an advantage. 
Others said they did not want their 
business exposed to competitors. Some 
agents said they never had any diffi- 
culty in getting an assured to sign the 
authority. If an agent can present a 
valid and business-like reason for want- 
ing the make-up, it was stated that the 
assured would not object to signing 
an order. 

Others argued that the present sys- 
was was an inconsistent one. A 
speaker remarked that if a salesman 
was selling clothes, and a customer was 
dissatisfied as to price and wanted to 
know how it was arrived at, it would be 
ridiculous to say to him that if he would 
sign a written order requesting the in- 
formation be furnished the salesman 
he would get it from his house. In 
other words, this agent felt that the 
bureau should furnish rate make-ups on 
application of the agent. He said that 
all this talk about publicity was some- 
thing of a farce when the present prac- 
tice of getting rate make-ups is con- 
sidered. 

Other agents who reside in towns 
which have an inspector living in an- 
other city complained of the delay in 
getting these rate make-ups. When 
such information is wanted it is usually 
desired in a hurry, and these agents 
held it should be in a convenient place. 
Some agents gave their experience in 
trying to get rate make-ups and said 
that inspectors at times waited for 
months before giving the information. 
It was suggested that such complaints 
be filed with Manager Persch of the 
bureau in order that branch office in- 
spectors might be more considerate. 

Some of the important agents of the 
state expressed themselves in no un- 
meaning language as to the existing 
system and gave it as their opinion that 
it should be changed in some respects. 





May Change Danville’s Class 

Engineer Townsend of the Western 
Union after going over the_present 
fire protection facilities at Danville, 
Ill., is inclined to believe that the city 
is not entitled to as high a class as 
it is placed in accordance with the pres- 
ent classification. The change will not 
affect rates materially. It is stated that 
Manager Persch of the Illinois In- 
spection Bureau will shortly go to 
Danville to arrange for the new rate 
basis. 





Likely to Send Special Message 

It is said that Governor Deneen of 
Illinois is likely to send a special mes- 
sage to the legislature a day or so after 
it convenes urging that body to amend 
the state fire marshal law so that the 
appropriation for its maintenance can 
be made. Under the supreme court de- 
cision, this can not be made under the 





present act, although Fire Marshal 
Doyle is allowed to draw his salary. 
If the governor sends in the special 
message asking for the amendment and 
requests the law to carry an emergency 
clause, the fire marshal should be ready 
for business by the end of January, pro- 
vided the statute is amended. 


Catch Firebug at Harrisburg 

The authorities have apprehended 
George H. Huber, William Stone and 
Charles Leeper at Harrisburg, IIL, 
charged with arson. It seems that the 
Huber store burned recently. It was 
vacant and carried $3,800 insurance. 
The circumstances were peculiar and 
the result is that Huber and two others 
have been apprehended and charged 
with burning it. Harrisburg has been 
a fairly hot town for the companies 
and there has been more or less suspi- 
—. that incendiarism was béing prac- 
ticed. 





Decatur Is Inspected 

Electrical Inspector Boyd of the 
Western Union was in Decatur, IIL, 
last week going over the electrical wir- 
ing in the city. He was accompanied 
in his rounds by the city electrical in- 
spector, whom Mr. Boyd regards as 
very competent. 





Reported Purtell Will Resign 

It is reported in Wisconsin political 
circles that Thomas M. Purtell, state 
fire marshal, will not compel any legis- 
lation to make his office vacant, but 
will, it is said, as soon as the new re- 
gime with F. E. McGovern, at its head, 
comes into power, tender his resigna- 
tion as state fire marshal. 

Mr. Purtel!l is said to be planning to 
go west and engage in business. Fur- 
ther it is reported that the resignation 
of Mr. Purtell will not likely change 
the plan of having the office of fire mar- 
shal abolished in favor of that of fire 
inspector, which shall be under the su- 
pervision of the insurance department. 





Wisconsin Has Bad Year 

A prominent field man of Wisconsin, 
in commenting on the fire record of 
the year in that state, says it will be 
one of the worst in a long time. The 
dry season and the forest fires have 
played havoc in some sections. Fires 
have been numerous all along the line.

IOWA AND THE NORTHWEST 


INJUNCTION WAS DISMISSED 








Order Restraining Removal of Expos- 
ure Charges Vacated on Hearing 
Before Judge Simpson 





After a hearing in the district court 
at Minneapolis Judge David F. Simpson 
on Saturday dismissed the suit brought 
by James S. O’Donnell, contractor, to 
secure an injunction which would pro- 
hibit putting into effect the removal of 
exposure charges on all dwellings out- 


side the timbered country in Minne- 
sota. The suit was brought against 
Commissioner Hartigan, Walter I. 


Fisher, manager of the General Inspec- 
tion Bureau, and J. A. Brant, manager 
of the Minneapolis Underwriters’ In- 
spection Bureau. 

Through his attorney Mr. O'Donnell 
held that the removal of these charges 
which would effect a reduction of 10 
to 15 percent on exposed dwellings 
would be a discrimination against own- 
ers of unexposed property. Asistant 
Attorney-General Weeks, representing 
Mr. Hartigan, said that the laws of the 
state do not empower the commissioner 
to fix rates and that there was nothing 
in the complaint to show that he had 
such a power. W. Kerr, represent- 
ing Messrs. Fisher ‘and Brant, argued 
that neither of his clients were state 
officers and that the complaint did not 
show that they were empowered to fix 


| rates that would bind the various com- 


panies represented in their organiza- 
tions. 

The defendants moved to vacate a 
temporary restraining order which had 
previously been issued by Judge John 
Day Smith. The court held that it w as 
plain the proper parties were not in 
court unless it could be shown that the 
defendants violated the laws prohibiting 
a combination of insurance companies 
and this had not been shown. He ac- 
cordingly vacated the temporary order. 

The decision to remove the exposure 
charges was the result of an inv estiga- 
tion conducted by the Minnesota in- 
surance department which showed that 
insurance rates on dwellings in Minne- 
sota were considerably higher than in 
neighboring _ states. Commissioner 
Hartigan thought they should be equal- 
ized. At a conference between the 
commissioner and Mr. Fisher it was de- 
cided that the most practicable way to 
do this would be to remove the expos- 
ure charge. On this showing the com- 
panies concerned agreed to make the 
reduction. 





H. G, Smith Resigns 

H. G. Smith has resigned as secretary 
of the Winona Fire of Minneapolis. He 
has been succeeded temporarily by F. 
M. Merigold, assistant secretary. <A 
permanent secretary will be chosen by 
the board of directors after the first of 
the year. Mr. Smith will continue as 
a member of the board of directors. 





Report Was Premature 
A 1eport which has been in circula- 


tion to the effect that W. A. Laidlaw

MUTUALS ASK FIRE MARSHAL 





Iowa Association Advocates Such a 
Law for the State Without a 
Dissenting Voice 


Des Moines, Nov. 21—(Special)— 
The mutual insurance men of Iowa 
have gone on record in favor of a 
state fire marshal law and have thus 
joined forces with the Iowa State Fire 
Prevention Association. At the Iowa 
Mutual Insurance Association conven- 
tion in Des Moines last week, resolu- 
tions favoring the enactment of a state 
fire marshal were passed without a dis- 
senting vote. There are many mutual 
insurance associations in Iowa, an 
average of at least one for each county 
and with all of them working for the 
statute, it is believed that the passage 
of the law is certain. 

N. Densmore of the Iowa Mutual As- 
sociation made the chief address at the 
state convention. He called attention 
to the increased farm hazards because 
of automobiles and gasolene engines 
and advocated the spreading of doc- 
trine which will do something towards 
eradicating dangers of fires from thése 
sources. 

President Nary Harding of Jeffer- 
son in his annual address came out 
strongly for a state fire marshal.

THIEVING AT OKLAHOMA CITY 


Alleged That Officers Protect Crim- 
inals—Poor Recommendation for 
Town to Attract Investments 














The manager of a company writing 
automobile insurance has the following 
to say about Oklahoma City, Okia.: 

“We have had a whole lot of thiev- 
ing from automobiles in that city, and 
nothing is ever recovered. We can 
never get a line on anything that has 
been taken. We recently wrote to our 
representative in-Oklahoma City, ask- 
ing if there was anything that could be 
done to improve conditions, and this is 
the reply: 

“‘No. They steal an automobile 
about every other night, and ten or 
twelve bikes per diem, and nothing do- 
ing when it comes to capturing the 
thieves. Lots of folks say the officers 
protect them and help them get away 
and dispose of the goods. Burgiars 
working every night, and rarely a night 
gees by without from one to three 
hold-ups.’ : 

“T have written our representative 
that this is a pretty poor recommenda- 
tion for the officers of a town that is 
plowing so much about their increase 
in population and business, and that it 
is a poor recommendation for those 
who wish to invest in the town.” 


Kansas Brief to be Filed 


The attorneys for the companies con- 
testing the Kansas rate regulation law 
expect to have their briefs ready for 
filing this week. The decision of the 
federal court holding the Nebraska law 
pertaining to surety rate regulation un- 
constiutional, will have a bearing on 
the Kansas law, although the Nebraska 
measure was much more vulnerable 
than the Kansas act. The attorneys 
for the companies think there is no 
doubt but that the Kansas law will be 
knocked out. 





Will Report to the Home Office 

Following the consolidation of the 
northwestern department of the Aetna 
with the western department at Chi- 
cago, Oklahoma and Arkansas will be 
transferred to home office jurisdiction.

Will Push the Rating Bill 

The Missouri Local Agents’ Asso- 
ciation is whipping into shape its rate 
bill or rather antidiscrimination bill, it 
will have introduced in the next legis- 
lature. In a way it is patterned after 
the Kansas law but it provides for a 
nonpartisan commission to adjust all 
grievances. The makers of the bill feel 
that they have so safeguarded it that 
it can not be declared unconstitutional. 
It does not provide for fixing the price 
of insurance but it does prohibit dis- 





crimination among assured when a 
company decides on its price. Gov- 
ernor Hadley of Missouri expressed the 
private opinion when he vetoed the 
bill passed by the last Missouri legis- 
lature, that it would be declared uncon- 
stitutional. 

Rate conditions in Missouri are as 
deplorable as ever and the local agents 
declare that if the proposed bill is 
passed it will greatly clarify the situa- 
tion. They are hoping that the com- 
panies will not oppose the measure.

KENTUCKY AND THE SOUTH 


DESIRE THE DEAN SCHEDULE 


Managers Want it Adopted at Louis- 
ille, But Agents Say It’s Too 
Complicated 











Although the conference held in 
Louisville last week for the purpose 
of discussing the adoption of the Dean 
schedule in that city was without 
definite result, managers who attended 
the meeting said that they hoped that 
sentiment has been developed in favor 
of the change, and that it will be put 
into effect before a great while. 

Sentiment among the local agents in 
Loufsville seems to be against the 
adoption of the schedule on the ground 
that it is too complicated and that 
making the change from the methods 
which have been used by the Louis- 
ville board for many years would prove 
unsatisfactory. 

A committee of the board, consisting

S. Carpenter, Alfred Pirtle and T. C. 
Timberlake, has been working on the 
situation for two years, but apparently 
has reached no definite conclusion in 
the matter. 





Complete Small Town Ordinances 


Continuing the important work 
which has been done during the past 
few months, the Kentucky State Fire 
Prevention Association and the Ken- 
tucky Inspection Bureau have com- 
pleted ordinances regulating the con- 
struction of automobile garages and 
moving picture theaters. These meas- 
ures are intended for adoption in small 
communities throughout the state, and 
the provisions are of course not as 
stringent as if they were to be pro- 
posed in the larger cities.

Governor Willson 
ordered a detachment of the state 
guards to Paducah in order to protect 
witnesses at the trials in case this 
should be found necessary. 





Gets Live Stock General Agency 

H. J. Crumb has been appointed gen- 
eral agent for Kentucky of the Ameri- 
can Live Stock. His headquarters will 
be at Lexington, Ky. 

Reaffirms Decision on Title 

The court of appeals of Kentucky has 
reafirmed its former ruling that the 
record of title in the county recorder’s 
office is notice to insurance companies, 
and that a misrepresentation of title 
by the assured does not invalidate the 
insurance when the title appears on 
such record. In the latest case the court 
goes so far as to hold that if the title 
is clouded it is the duty of the insur- 
ance company or its agent to employ 
a lawyer to ascertain the true state of 
the title if it wants to know it. The 
court further holds that such knowl- 
edge, actual or within reach, waives the 
condition of the policy regarding un- 
conditional and sole ownership. How- 
ever, the assured cannot recover more 
than his actual insurable interest. The 
decision is that of Maggie Wilson, a 
colored woman, who redeemed a tax 
title on her father’s property, against 
the Germania Fire- The court held 








that she did not get a valid title, but 
had a lien for the redemption money, 
amounting to $28, which she was en- 
titled to recover under her policy.

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POLITICS IN WISCONSIN 


WE regret to see any movement by 
the Wisconsin politicians to railroad 
State Fire Marshal Purrtett out of office 
by a contemptible system of legerde- 
main. Marshal Purtety has some three 
years yet to serve and yet the La Fot- 
LETTE forces, according to report, be- 
lieve he is not sufficiently imbued with 
their spirit. They want to legislate his 
job out of commission and hitch it to 
the insurance department so that a 
new man will have to be appointed. 
Mr. Purte_t organized the department 
and has conducted it with efficiency. 
He has secured most satisfactory re- 
sults. The experience he has gotten 
is most valuable in an office as im- 
portant as his. 

We suggest that this is an oppor- 
tunity for the Wisconsin Locat AGENTS 
ASSOCIATION to show its hand and pro- 
test loud and long against the play of 
petty politics in the fire marshal bureau. 
Let Mr. PurtELt serve out his term and 
keep the fire marshal’s work separate 
from the state insurance department. 











PUSH COLLECTIONS 


Tue Treasury Department circular of 
Nov. 15 shows that with but few excep- 
tions the surety companies have lost sur- 
plus since their July 1 statements were 
made. This decrease is due in part to the 
fall in prices of securities, but there is 
reason to believe that slow collections, 
resulting in increased agency balances 
over ninety days old, have something to 
do with the poorer showing. The major- 
ity of the surety companies need every 
cent of surplus they can muster and even 
then their annual statements will look 
none too good. Every agent who has 
any regard for the welfare of his com- 
pany will do his utmost to push collec- 
tions, especially of premiums overdue, 
during the next month. 





FAVORS THE LAW 

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSURANCE POTTER 
of Illinois favors the passage of a law 
giving the insurance department juris- 
diction over stock selling schemes, sim- 
ilar to the statute enacted in New York 
last winter. This empowers the de- 
partment to examine companies in proc- 
ess of organization that have stock sell- 
ing offices in the state. Honest pro- 
moters have no reason to fear such a 
law. In fact it will help them to have 
the truth told. Highly professional- 
ized schemes, being organized at a high 
cost would be exposed in such an ex- 
amination and the public would thereby 
be protected. To support such a move- 
ment to get a law of this nature passed 
is 2 duty every honest insurance man 
of Illinois owes to the public. Chicago 








no doubt now will become the mecca 
for promoters who are driven from 
New York. The notorious RHoDUS 
brothers with their stock selling ma- 
chinery are already working from Chi- 
cago. What will Illinois do to protect 
her citizens? 





SHOULD BE AN AGENCY VOICE 


W. A. Butopcett, second assistant 
manager of the SprRINGFIELD in a talk be- 
fore the Ittrnors Locat Fire AGENTS 
ASSOCIATION recently made some re- 
marks that have received favorable com- 
ment from the agency leaders of the 
state. He said that there was danger of 
such associations being influenced by 
company representatives present. He de- 
clared that the deliberations of the as- 
sociation should be confined in large 
measure to the agents themselves. 

The voice of the association should be 
the agents speaking their own ideas. Mr, 
BionceTt stated that if this voice came 
to the companies without being modified 
by company men, it would carry far 
greater weight. 

Mr. Buovcerr evidently favored the 
idea of the Illinois association holding 
an executive session where its members 
would feel at greater liberty in express- 
ing their views. In the more private 
affairs of the association, affecting the 
rights and privileges of the agents, Mr. 
Biopcett believed that they should be 
permitted to be heard and should ex- 
press their opinion without let or 
hindrance, 

There is a danger in a state meeting 
running altogether to papers and gen- 
eralities. The real issues are lost sight 
of. There are plenty of avenues of ef- 
fort for the Illinois association to travel. 
It must do something for its members 
or its meetings will drift into mere dry- 
as-dust affairs. 

We suggest that hereafter, one session 
be entirely executive where the real busi- 
ness can be disposed of and the issues 
be freely discussed. The other sessions 
can be made more or less educational 
and be thrown open to visitors, 

A meeting of local agents should not 
be turned into a special agents’ conven- 
tion any more than field men’s meetings 
should be overpowered by a greater 
attendance of local agents.

REBATE TRAP WAS FIXED 


—_———— 


HOW IT WORKED IN CHICAGO 





Some of the Life Agents Bit on a 
Scheme Devised by A. C. Wegner 
of New York Life 





Life insurance men in Chicago have 
been considerably stirred up over the 
suits filed against Manager H. B. John- 
ston and Agent L. P. Hazen of the 
Hartford Life and P. J. Kane, an agent 
of the Illinois Life connected with 
Manager J. L. Ferguson’s agency, they 
being charged with violating the anti- 
rebate law. The action was taken by 
State’s Attorney Wayman. It seems 
that the cases have been worked up by 
A. C. Wegner of the New York Life 
who hit on the plan of entrapping a 
number of agents, getting proof that 
they rebated and hauling them into court. 
Under the Illinois law the informer is 
entitled to half the amount of the fine, 
which ranges from $500 to $1,000. It 
is stated that Wegner had had traps out 
for six months. He would have pecple 
coached ready for the visit of the agent. 
Letters were sent to agents stating that 
a certain man was in the market for 
insurance and asking them to call. Some 
of these letters were anonymous. 
Others were signed by an initial and 
still others were left unsigned with 
feigned carelessness. 

Bit On the Letters 

Some of the agents “bit” on these let- 
ters and in course of time the subject 
of a discount or rebate was brought 
up. If the concession was not made the 
policy would not be taken. It is sup- 
posed that Wegner has financial back- 
ing in his campaign as the sinews of 
war have to be furnished the “dummy” 
applicants. 

Werner is an agent with but little 
standing. He writes about $25,000 a 
year and it is understood that his con- 
tract has now been terminated after 
the company learned of his plans to 
capture rebaters. 

When Wegner laid his evidence be- 
fore the state’s attorney, the latter de- 
clined to file suit, declaring that Weg- 
ner was in a contemptible sort of game. 
However, Wegner threatened to man- 
damus the official and rather than get 
into print about it, the state’s attorney 
decided to bring the suits. Wegner 
claims to have trapped some of the 
agents of his own company and states 
he has evidence against agents of other 
companies which he will file with the 
state’s attorney. 








Life men in general severely con- 
demn the system of Wegner in making 
a business of entrapping the unwary to 
violate the law so he can financially 
profit thereby. An action brought in 
good faith to be used as a wholesome 
example would be approved. 

Condemn Wegner’s System 


The Illinois law penalizes both com- 
pany and agent but the assured is not 
involved. Companies have objected to 
the law because it exposes them to dan- 
ger from unscrupulous agents who de- 
sire revenge. Companies may be abso- 
lutely innocent and radically opposed 
to rebating, yet a man seeking revenge 
can easily get a company into trouble. 
There have been a number of cases 
where companies have been embar- 
rassed in this way. 

Law May Be Tested 


It is stated that if the present suits 
result in fines, the constitutionality of 
the law will be tested by an appeal to the 
supreme court, if necessary. The legal- 
ity of the law has stood the test so 
far as companies are concerned. In 
the recent Commercial Life case involv- 
ing stock options with insurance, the 
supreme court upheld the law. 

It is said that the law as it applies 
to agents rebating has never been tested 
in the supreme court. Some claim that 
it will be difficult to make the law hold 
so far as agents are concerned as they 
declare a law can not compe! a man to 
spend his own money in a certain way. 
If he wants to give it away, he has a 
right to do so. 

May Be More Suits 


Many of the Chicago agents are won- 
dering what further Wegner has up his 
sleeve. Some are considerably agitated. 
Rebating in the big city is insignificant 
in comparison to conditions a few years 
ago. It is still prevalent but with the 
lower Armstrong law commissions, 
there is not enough margin to permit 
a very extensive discount by agents of 
companies operating in New York. The 
old time December rebating orgies are 
a thing of the past except in case now 
and then as carried on by some small 
or weak concern that wants to make a 
showing.

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TALKS ON CONSERVATION 


PAUL MORTON TO HIS AGENTS 





President of the Equitable Wants to 
Reduce the Lapse Ratio of 
Business 





President Paul 
Equitable Life of New York has sent 


out a letter to the agents of the com- | 


pany on the subject of conservation ' 
of insurance. He says: 

The Equitable Life has nothing to do 
with politics, but it has a great deal 
to do with conservation. ‘The conser- 


vation of the country’s natural resources 
deserves the consideration of all thought- 
ful men, but the conservation in which 
we are interested is the conservation of 
insurance. 

The Equitable was the first company to 
show the public that a life insurance 
policy could be paid as promptly as a 
bank draft, it was the first company to 
make the insurance contract incontesta- 
le afier one year; it formulated the 
system of investing the assets in the 
localities contributing them; it has al- 
ways been recognized as a pioneer in 
reforms for the benefit of policyholders, 
and I should like to see it take the lead 
in adopting the most efficient measures 
for the conservation of insurance. May 
I count upon the united cooperation of 
all the society's representatives in the 
field in the prosecution of this good 
work? 

Many Policies Surrendered

greater appreciation of life insurance 
than any other nation. But, although they 
have insured more readily, they have been 
less steadfast than the people of other 
nations, and the result has been the sur- 
render of many policics for trivial reas- 
ons, or without reason. This has re- 
sulted in much waste, and has done seri- 
ous injury to the steadfast policyholders 
who have remained, as well as to those 
who~have retired. The Equitable has 
done, and is doing, much to minimize 
this evil, but much more may be attained 
by concerted action. 

Agents Gain Fersonal Advantage 

If all our general and local agents will 
unite in a campaign of education, and in 
an earnest endeavor to keep outstanding

| in foree. It makes no difference whether 
; these policyholders are clients of the 
particular agent or not. The man who 
has been insured by some other agent 
and then surrenders his policy can do 
' you as much harm as a deserter from 
' your own ranks. In the army the most 
severe punishments are for desertion. 
This is not simply because the services 
, of the deserter are lost, but because his 
example has a demoralizing influence on 
those who remain, and because he sows 
dissension wherever he goes, 


Must Get Public Confidence 


No agent can hope for permanent suc- 
cess unless he secures public confidence 
in the community in which he is working, 
ind every deserting policyholder in that 
community will exert an influence which 
will tend to retard the growth of pub- 
lic confidence. The very act of surren- 
dering a policy prematurely suggests the 
inference that the policyholder is dis- 
satisfied. The maintenance of a policy, 
on the other hand, indicates satisfaction. 
Surrendered policies influence no new in- 
surance, while a matured endowment, or 
a death claim paid, are utilized by every 
competent agent in extending his busi- 
ness, 

Rut this subject is too broad for ex- 
haustive consideration at this time. If 
the agents of the society will respond 
to this appeal, I shall go more into de- 
tail in subsequent communications. All

HOLDS HE MISREPRESENTED 








Billheimer Revokes Agent’s License for 
Circulating Alleged Analysis of 
Another Company’s Statement 





Aiter a hearing last Friday at Fort 
Wayne State Auditor Billheimer of In- 
diana, revoked for one year the license 
of W. A. Kehoe, agent of the Mutual 
Benefit Life at Fort Wayne, as a pen- 
alty for circulating misrepresentaticns 
about the Lincoln National Life. Coun- 
sel for Mr. Kehoe immediately gave no- 
tice that the case will be taken to the 
courts, which action will prevent the 
revocation of license from becoming 
effective until the case has been ad- 
judicated, 

Several witnesses were examined and 
the burden of the testimony was that 
Mr. Kehoe had shown to policyholders 
and prospects of the Lincoln National 
Life what purported to be an analysis 
of that company’s last annual state- 
ment, which Mr. Kehoe said he had se- 
cured from Indianapolis. The impres- 
sfon appeared to be left that the auditor 
of state had made this analysis, which 
was not a fact. This purported analysis 
showed that the Lincoln National had 
paid about 40 percent commission on 
the sale of stock. That Secretary Hall 
testified that he had convinced Mr. Ke- 
hoe of the falsity of the alleged analy- 
sis several months ago and that he had 
promised not to use, it, but that this 
fall he had been using it again. On 
advice of counsel Mr. Kehoe did not 
testify. 





Argue Tax -Case 
The Ohio supreme court last week 
heard arguments in the suit brought 
against the Mutual Life of New York 
to collect $9,315 claimed to be due un- 
der the 2% percent premium tax law, 








affecting the Ohio business of foreign 
companies. The company claimed it 
was not liable for the tax on premiums 
sent direct by mail to the home office, 
and when demand was made for pay- 
ment it was refused. The state there- 
upon brought suit, but the common 
pleas court sustained the company’s de- 
murrer to the petition. The state was 
sustained on its appeal to the circuit 
court and the company at once took an 
appeal to the court of last resort. 





Suit Thirty-six Years Old 

The Mutual Life has finally lost a 
suit on one of its policies that was be- 
gun thirty-six years ago. Oscar Adler, 
who carried a $5,000 policy in the com- 
pany, died in 1876 and the company 
claimed that he committed suicide. 
The beneficiaries sued twice and lost, 
but each time appealed and got a new 
trial. The third time the company 
lost and judgment was rendered for 
$15,000, including interest.

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NEW BILL IN WISCONSIN 


HEARING TO BE HELD NOV. 30 





Commission Believes This Measure 
Will Meet Requirements Both of 
Employers and Employes 





_ A final public hearing on the latest 
industrial insurance measure as pre- 
pared by the special joint committee of 
the Wisconsin legislature will be held 
in Milwaukee, Nov. 29. From hearings 
on previous bills the committee has 
gleaned much information and :t 1s 
believed by members of the committee 
that their latest effort will come up to 
all requirements. 

It is proposed to continue the now 
existing right of recovery in case of the 
employer’s negligence and the absence 
of contributory negligence on part of 
the injured man, removing, however, 
the existing defenses of assumption of 
risk, and negligence of a fellow servant. 

Compensation Features 

With the consent of both employer 
and employe a new system shall apply 
through which any employe injured 
while performing the duties growing 
out of and incident to his employment, 
shall, without regard to negligence, re- 
ceive compensation from his employer, 
as follows: 

First—Free medical treatment within 
certain limits, medicine, etc. 

Second—An indemnity, payable weekly, 
during the disability to the amount of 
65 percent of his wages in case of total 
disability, and in case of partial disabil- 
ity 65 percent of the loss of wages. 

If the injury caused the loss of a single 
eye, three-quarters of a year’s earnings; 
if both eyes, four years’ earnings, but not 
less than $2,000; for the loss of one hand 
or one foot, one and one-half year’s 
wages, but not less than $500 nor more 
than $2,000; for the loss of both hands or 
both feet, or of one hand and one foot, 
four years’ wages, but not less than 
$2,000. If the injured employe, besides 
being wholly incapacitated, also requires 
the care of a nurse or attendant, he shall 
receive 100 percent of his wages while 
the condition lasts, not to exceed the 
death benefit hereinafter mentioned. 

In case the injury results in death in 
addition to the disability benefits above 
mentioned, there shall be paid to the per- 
sons wholly dependent upon him a sum 
equal to three years’ earnings, not less 
than $1,000 nor more than $3,000, and if 
he leaves only persons partially dependent 
upon him, they are to receive a propor- 
tionate part of the above benefits. If he 
leaves no dependents, his burial expenses, 
not to exceed $100, are to be paid. 

Other Provisions 

Careful definitions and provisions for 
ascertaining the amount of wages or 
salary received have been incorporated 
in the bill. All disputes which may 
arise over the question of damages will 
have to be submitted in the first in- 
stance to a newly created industrial 
accident board to be appointed by the 
governor. The award of this board is 
to be entered as a judgment of the cir- 
cuit court. It will be possible for either 
party to appeal from this award to the 
circuit court of Dane county, in which 
the state capital is located. Only ques- 
tions of law resulting from facts found 
by the board can be tried upon this ap- 
peal. From the judgment of the cir- 
cult court any party will be allowed to 
appeal to the supreme court. 

_ The act further exempts from execu- 
tion any compensation payable under 
the statute and finally the workman 
who elects to take the compensation 
Prescribed by the new statute, waives 
all right to damages under the preex- 
isting common law. 


BILL PROPOSED IN INDIANA 

A committee of the State Bar As- 
sociation of Indiana is at work on a 
new employers’ liability bill to be pre- 
sented at the legislature which meets in 
February next. A bill along the same 
line was introduced at the last legis- 
lature but on account of the house be- 
ing Democratic and the senate Repub- 
lican no agreement could be reached. 
Addison C. Harris of Indianapolis, one 
of the leading attorneys of the state, is 
chairman of the committee of five. The 





general purpose of the bill is to pro- 
vide the injured employe with compen- 
sation without litigation and at the 
smallest cost to the employer, at least 
not any more cost than under the pres- 
ent law. It is proposed that the law 
be made to apply to public utilities and 
the more dangerous employments. 
Outline of Provisions 


As outlined now it will contain the 
following provisions: 

That employers and employes shall be 
encouraged by contract to pay and to take 
compensation for accidents measured by 
reasonable statutory regulations and pay- 
able from time to time in the place of 
wages lost and in the manner of a pen- 
sion. 

In the absence of agreements the com- 
pensation shall be fixed by statute and 
be measured by the wage-earning power 
which is destroyed or diminished. 

In cases in court the compensation shall 
be paid, not in a lump sum, but in annual 
installments. 

In the absence of insurance the com- 
pensation shall be a preferential lien upon 
the property of the employer, inferior 
only to taxes and collectable summarily. 

Liability insurance shall be authorized, 
regulated and controlled by the state. 

That so far as necessary to obtain and 
retain these reforms the “fellow servant” 
rules and rules concerning contributor 
negligence and assumption of risk shall 
be repealed. 

HEARING ON OHIO BILL 

The Ohio Employers Liability Com- 
mission will begin its Columbus hear- 
ings at 2 o’clock, Nov. 30, probably in 
the hall of representatives in the capi- 
tol. The commission has held sixteen 
hearings in different cities of the state 
since Aug. 5. 

Thirteen questions are being dis- 
cussed at the hearings, as follows: 

1—What employment shall the act 
cover? 

2—Shall all injuries be covered, irre- 
spective of negligence? 

3—Shall ail persons engaged in such 
employment be included? 

4—Shall compensation be paid in a lump 
or in installments? 

5—Amounts and duration of compen- 
sation. 

6—How long shall an injured employe 
wait for compensation? 

7—Shall dependents include nonresi- 
dent aliens and illegitimate children? 

8—Shall employes contribute to the li- 
ability fund? 

9—Shall it be possible for employers 
to substitute voluntary schemes for pay- 
ment? 

10—Method of determination of con- 
troversies. 

11—Nature of scheme; compensation, 
insurance or state insurance. 

12—Repeal of existing laws. 

13—Constitutionality.

May Change South Dakota Laws 

An effort probably will be made this 
winter to secure some changes in the 
South Dakota laws governing casualty 
and surety companies. It is recognized 
by men in that state that the present 
special deposit law is keeping out some 
good surety companies and that home 
companies are permitted to do surety 
business on entirely too small a capi- 
tal. The result is that the bonds of 
public officials, depository banks and 
fiduciaries do not furnish the indem- 
nity they should, for the local com- 
panies do the bulk of the business.

Preparing for Casualty Business 

It is expected that the London &

and get it admitted. The plan is to 
have the accident company operate in 
conjunction with the branch depart- 
ments of the London & Lancashire and 
Orient, utilizing the agency forces of 
the two fire companies. In each de- 
partment there will be a casualty man- 
ager. 





Will Write Burglary Business 

E. P. Fatch & Co. of Chicago, gen- 
eral agents of the Pacific Surety for 
Illinois, have arranged with the com- 
pany to write burglary insurance in 
their fields. They will write residence, 
flat, bank and messenger hold-up busi- 
ness, but no mercantile burglary. 





National Surety’s Capital 

At a meeting of the directors of the 
National Surety last week, the expected 
stock dividend of $250,000 was declared. 
Holders of the present $750,000 of stock 
will receive the new shares in the pro- 
portion of one to three. The stock 
dividend will raise the capital to $1,000,- 
000 and an additional $500,000 is being 
sold for cash. 





Business Slow in West 

General agents of surety companies 
who have visited Chicago of late have 
left the impression that the business ip 
general has been slow during the fall. 
The natural growth of the business and 
the constant development of agency 
plants in the country will doubtless 
make many of the companies show an 
increase in premiums in western states 
for the year, but there appears to be a 
dearth of the big bonds which swel! 
agents’ incomes materially. 





Charter Not to be Had 

It is now stated positively that the 
charter of the Chesapeake Guaranty 
Company, of which Henry G. Peniman 
of Baltimore was said to be in control, 
is now in possession of people con- 
nected with the United Surety and that 
they have no intention of parting 
with it. 





Federal Union Issues Stock 

Stockholders of the Automobile 
Company of America, which has been 
in process of organization at Indianap- 
olis, have been transferred to the Fed- 
eral Union Surety, the latter company 
issuing its stock to Automobile Com- 
pany subscribers at $125 per share.

Want New Laws in Jersey 

Liability insurance companies and 
manufacturers in New Jersey are won- 
dering what changes will be made in 
the way of workmen’s compensation 
and employers’ liability laws at the 
forthcoming session of the state legis- 
lature as a result of the attempt of the 
labor element to draft a law. A meet- 
ing of the committee of labor men took 
place last week in Jersey City, at which 
drafts of bills were presented by sev- 
eral prominent labor organizations. 
The committee favors the repeal of the 
present Ackerman law; the substitu- 
tion of an effective liability law doing 
away with the doctrines of assumption 
of risk and contributory negligence, 
and favors compensation for injuries 
and deaths. 

It is stated that the committee will 
probably recommend a fixed sum of 60 
percent of wages during disability and 
a flat sum of $4,000 when death ensues. 





To Work in Central West 
Secretary Meininger of the German 
Commercial Accident has planned a 
very comprehensive campaign for new 
business in the central west during the 
balance of 1910. Chicago is to be the 
headquarters for the extra effort of the 
company’s specials and field men as it 
is in this particular section that greater 
strides have been made in the com- 
pany’s nineteen-state agency organiza- 
tion than elsewhere. Forty percent 
gain in 1910 business over that of 1909 
speaks for itself. Pacific coast terri- 
tory is to be invaded early in the com- 
ing year, the company being licensed 

only in Washington at this time. 





Verdict Was Excessive 

The tendency of juries to find ver- 
dicts of excessive amounts against cor- 
porations received a setback in Ken- 
tucky last week, when the court of ap- 
peals reversed the case of the Aetna 
against Mrs, Bell Bethel, of Hender- 
son, on the ground that the verdict for 
$5,000, given in her favor by a jury in 
the lower court, was excessive. The 
court held that the accident which 
caused the death of her husband, and 
resulted in the suit against the com- 
pany for the collection of the full 
amount of the $5,000 accident policy 
which he held, might not have been 











the sole cause of death. It was directed 
that the jury be instructed to return a 
verdict for not more than $1,000.

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who will be in Ohio for a time in the 
interest of his company, with headquar- 
ters at Cincinnati, has taken out an 
agent’s license under the Ohio department. 


At a meeting of the board of directors 
of the Travelers, L. Edmund Zacher was 
appointed assistant treasurer of the com- 
pany, John Edgar Ahern was made as- 
sistant secretary of the company’s acci- 
dent department, and Robert John Sul- 
livan assistant secretary of the liability 
department. All have been connected 
with the company for some years. 

An attaching policyholder in a foreign 
insurance company has a right to have 
his valid claims paid out of the assets of 
the company found within the state before 
the receiver for such company can take 
any of the money out of the state. This 
is the decision of the supreme court of 
Iowa in the case of Max Shloss against 
the Metropolitan Surety, John F. Yaweger, 
receiver. 

The $1,000,000 bond of the state treas- 
urer of Nebraska for the coming two 
years has been given by W. A. George, 
the treasurer-elect at Broken Bow, to the 
National Fidelity & Casualty Company 
of Omaha. This is considered rich pick- 
ing, because it carries the straight rate, 
the state paying $5,000 a year for it. 
The company will broker out the larger 
portion of it, probably 90 percent. 


Announcement is made that the treas- 
ury department issued a license to the 
Globe Surety of Kansas City to do busi- 
ness with the different departments of 
the government. Preliminary thereto the 
department caused an examination to be 
made of the books of the company by 
two actuaries. The paid up capital stock 
was found to be $500,000; surplus, $41,- 
000. The company was organized July 
27, 1910. 

Members of the Builders’ Exchange at 
Cleveland have proposed a general con- 
ference of the builders of the state for 
the purposes of formulating the require- 
ments of a liability bill, such as they 
would prefer to see made a law in Ohio. 
The exchanges of other cities in the state 
will be asked to take part in such a con- 
ference and the recommendations of the 
united bodies will be submitted to the 
liability commission which is now making 
an investigation of the question. 

The reinsurance bureau of the Surety 
Association of America, provided for at 
the spring meeting, is to begin operations 
soon. It will handle the reinsurance of 
all the companies that are members of 
the association, each company being of- 
fered reinsurance in proportion to the 
amount it turns in to the bureau with- 
out any obligation to accept business not 
regarded as desirable. It is believed that 
the bureau, if successful, will make mem- 
bership in the association much more de- 
sirable. 





Organize a New Bureau 

New York, Nov. 22—(Special)—The 
Workmen’s Compensation Service & 
Information Bureau will be organized 
early in December with jurisdiction 
over the entire country the object be- 
ing to supply service in connection 
with workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance, The membership is not limited 
to liability companies only, but will be 
controlled by a governing body of 
seven, presided over by a chairman. 
Readjustment of liability rates in Ore 
gon conforming with the new statute 
will be probably the first work of the 
bureau. It is proposed to establish 
graded commissions in New York state 
for compensation and employers liabil- 
ity business ranging from 10 percent to 
a maximum of 17% percent. The 
bureau is the outgrowth of the commit- 
tee of seven companies which drew up 
the new liability manual and has met 
from time to time since for revisions 
and amendments. C. H. Franklin of the 
Frankfort Accident is chairman of this 
committee of seven and Duncan Reid, 
of the Ocean, secretary. Headquarters 
have been established at 100 William 
street.

NEWS OF FIRE PROTECTION 


GOING DOWN INSTEAD OF UP 








Indianapolis Closes One Engine House, 
Although Six New Ones Were 
Recommended 





At a meeting last week of Mayor 
Shank’s advisory committee Richard 
Lieber, who is the adviser on insurance 
matters, was complaining that the city 
was doing nothing yet toward carrying 
out the commission’s recommendations 
for improvements to the fire depart- 
ment. Instead of the six new engine 
houses recommended, one engine house 
had been closed and the water tower 
had been wrecked and is now out of 
commission. “Indianapolis is past due 
for a large fire,” he said, “and if such a 
fire comes and finds us without a water 
tower and with one aerial truck out of 
commission it will place the city in an 
embarrassing position.” 

Next day there was a big fire, the 
Nichols Candy Company plant and ad- 
joining wholesale houses suffering a 
loss of $60,000, and the lack of some ot 
the apparatus was painfully apparent. 





Watch the Hydrants 


This is the time of the year when 
local agents should see to it that 
hydrants are properly protected against 
freezing. A frozen hydrant at the time 
of a fire may prove a costly device. 
See to it that hydrants are banked 
with manure or something else that 
will minimize the danger of freezing. 


New Fire Equipment at Blackwell 


Blackwell, Okla., recently installed 
complete new equipment in its fire de- 
partment, consisting of a combination 
hose, ladder and chemical wagon, 3,000 
feet of hose and a new team of fast 
horses. The team has been thoroughly 
broken and has proved entirely satis- 
factory. The city now pays two men 
who are always with the wagon, and 
has fifteen volunteers. Three runs 
have been made this month and the 
new department has proved all that was 
expected. The first fire originated 
eleven squares from the fire station 
from an explosion of gasolene in a 
dwelling. Although the house was a 
mass of flames when the alarm was 
turned in, the department arrived and 
extinguished the fire in eleven min- 
utes. The other two fires were handled 
in equally as quick time and the citi- 
zens are looking forward to a reduc- 
tion of rates as soon as the inspection 
bureau can make the inspection and 
rerate the town. 





Good Lesson Was Taught 

That a man is never too old to learn 
was again proved at the exhibition run 
of the Decatur, IIl., fire department 
during the meeting of the Illinois Local 
Agents Association. The different 
wagons were taken toward the head of 
one of the residence streets and made 





the run to the business section. While 
one wagon was making the run, the col- 
lar on one of the horses pulled loose 
and the animal ran out of the harness. 
The collar was fastened and the run 
again was started with the same re- 
sult. A third and fourth attempt was 
made, but the collar would not remain 
hooked up. 

Chief Devore has been at the head 
of the Decatur fire department for 
twenty years and this had never hap- 
pened before. He had not heard of 
safety devices to hold collars together. 
Such will be purchased at once. Had 
the accident occurred on a fire run, the 
apparatus would have been delayed, 
and, furthermore, had another wagon 
been tearing along directly behind, es- 
pecially if the street were slippery, a 
serious accident likely would have re- 
sulted in the collision. While it was 
somewhat embarrassing to the chief to 
have the exhibition run marred, yet 
the lesson learned was a valuable one. 





FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


Sheboygan Falls, Wis., has recently 
purchased a chemical fire wagon. 

West Point, Ky., will have waterworks 
shortly, as a company has been organ- 
ized there for the purpose of construct- 
ing a plant. 

Shelbyville, Ky., which recently ‘put 
into use an automobile fire engine, is 
considering the installation of an elec- 
tric fire alarm system, and is negotiating 
with the manufacturers on the subject. 

In spite of the fact that it was referred 
to the cemetery committee, an ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of dangerous fire- 
works was reported favorably and passed 
by the board of aldermen of Louisville. 


It will take effect immediately. The 
measure was urged by civic organizations 
and had the thorough approval of the 
underwriters, who have been sending out 
publicity matter on the subject for sev- 
eral years. 





All Companies Must Pay 

The supreme court of Texas in an opin- 
ion mandamusing the commissioner of 
insurance upon application of the Fire- 
mens’ Fund compels him to assess the 
cost of the new state rating board upon 
all fire companies doing business in the 
state. It was sough. to exempt seventy- 
eight of 122 companies operating in 
Texas on the ground that they cannot be 
assessed under Section 16, Act of 1909.

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BIG ONES MAY TACKLE PLAN 


Large Companies May Take Up 
Eastern Commission Situation and 
Handle It Their Own Way 


New York, Nov. 21.—(Special).— 
The report that the larger and stronger 
companies at present in the Eastern 
Union are likely to take matters into 
their own hands in organizing a suit- 
able association to look after com- 
mission matters is credited here by 
those who know what a prominent part 
the smaller companies played in the 
formation of the Fire Underwriters 
Association. That that agreement was 
drawn up principally in the interests 
of the small companies is generally 
conceded. It was this fact that 
militated against the success of the 
plan from the start as it antagonized 
the larger companies. 

There was some talk a few weeks 
ago that the reorganized Eastern 
Union might have a reinsurance bu- 
reau in connection with it as an added 
inducement to the smaller companies 
to join. It does not now look as if 
this bureau had much chance of be- 
coming a certainty, as the companies 
having long term treaties with foreign 
reinsurance companies are loth to drop 
such satisfactory arrangements and be- 
gin handing business around among the 
smaller companies in the proposed re- 
insurance bureau, 

Many underwriters believe that noth- 
ing but a bitter commission war will 
bring some of the companies into line 
and that negotiations with outside com- 
panies can never be placed on a satis- 
factory basis in any other way. 











News About Companies 








Jefferson Fire 

The Pennsylvania department as of 
Oct. 1 examined the Jefferson Fire. 
The report shows net premiums $526,- 
677; total expenditures $692,097, trad- 
ing loss $165,429, decrease in reserve 
$60,566, net underwriting loss $104,866,

Indiana State and Carriage Builders 

The Indiana State Mutual and the 
Carriage Builders’ Fire of Indianapolis 

ave gone into the hands of a receiver, 

Charles B. Welliver being appointed. 
Alvin T. Coate was secretary of both 
companies. 

The Indiana State on Jan. 1 had as- 
Sets of $22,236 and reported a cash sur- 
Plus of $16,345. A recent private state- 
ment made for the purpose of securing 
reinsurance, however, showed the com- 
Pany in very bad shape. It was organ- 
ized in 1907. The Carriage Builders 





was organized in May, 1909, and on 
Jan. 1 reported assets of $14,316, with 
a net cash surplus of only $959. Its 
premium receipts up to that time were 
$13,930 and total income $14,082. Its 
losses were $36, underwriting expenses, 
$4,511, dividends paid in cash to policy- 
holders $57, and organization expenses 
$4,123. The losses incurred were $3,536. 





American Union Fire 

The recent meeting of the directors 
of the American Union Fire of Phila- 
delphia showed that the organization 
is fast nearing completion. It has on 
hand $427,000 in cash and $382,200 out- 
standing subscriptions in course of col- 
lection. The directors took among 
themselves $140,000 to make the $1,000,- 
000 of funds. It will probably be 
operating in its home state before the 
end of the year.

would go to them. The Illinois de- 
partment advocates a bill to place a 
severe penalty on any violator of the 
law and in this view no doubt the com- 

mission will concur. 
Lloyds and Unlicensed Concerns 

The commission has gone very care- 
fully into the subject of Lloyds and un- 
incorporated insurance institutions. 
The members seem impressed with the 
large volume of premiums that is flow- 
ing annually from Illinois to London 
Lloyds and other unlicensed concerns. 
This amount has been considerably 
augmented by the big business Lloyds 
do in automobile floater risks. The 
state loses the taxes by the operations 
of such institutions and many licensed 
companies and agents sacrifice premi- 
ums to which they are entitled. It is 
thought that the commission will deal 
with this subject without gloves and 
will recommend a bill placing all 
Lloyds and unincorporated institutions 
under the jurisdiction of the insurance 
department. 

Agency Qualifications 

Another feature of the business that 
has appealed to the commission is the 
lack of any standard for agency li- 
censes. At the present time any one 
can be licensed when a company makes 
application for him and pays the fee. 
The butcher, the baker and the candle 
stick maker are all eligible for a license 
to write fire insurance. This multitude 
of side liners, one company men, pre- 
mium grabbing agents, is adding to the 
cost of insurance. Such agents are not 
competent, are not informed as to the 
technical phases of their business nor 
are they capable of rendering proper 
service to the assured. Agents of this 
kind are licensed because it is expected 
they can swing a few premiums into the 
coffers. They are nothing more than 
parasites. 

It is predicted that the commission 
will have something to say as to a 
more stringent law whereby it will not 
be such an easy matter to secure a li- 








cense. In other words, some require- 
ments will be made. Such a measure is 
very much needed. 





Discuss Iowa Measures 

Des. Moines, Iowa, Nov. 22—(Spe- 
cial)—Over a score of prominent Iluwa 
fire insurance company officials met at 
luncheon at the Chamberlain at noon 
and discussed plans to secure the enact- 
ment of certain new insurance laws at 
the coming session of state legislature. 

The meeting was closed to the pub- 
lic, but the insurance men announced 
that the discussions were devoted to 
legislative matters of special interest to 
the fire companies of Iowa. 

President George J. Delmege of the 
Century presided at the meeting, and 
representatives of practically all the 
Des Moines fire companies attended. 
Among the prominent out of town men 
present were: N. J. Shrupp, secretary of 
the Dubuque, and Ed. H. Smith, of the 
Farmers of Cedar Rapids. 





Toledo’s High Pressure 

Toledo, Ohio, Nov. 22—(Special)— 
Toledo has taken the first definite step 
to provide high pressure water mains 
for the downtown district, and thus as- 
sist in increasing the present efficiency 
of the fire department, and secure a 
nice decrease in fire insurance rates for 
the allotted district. The council this 
evening approved an ordinance provid- 
ing for the issuance of bonds in the 
sum of $41,750 for the payment of the 
city’s portion of the cost for installing 
the mains, valves, hydrants, and other 
things necessary for the new system. 
It is estimated by Service Director 
Cowell that the cost of the mains will 
be $125,000, two-thirds of which will be 
borne by property owners, who beuefit 
by the improvement. The city’s portion 
will be $41,750. Bonds will be dated 
Feb. 1, 1911, run for seventeen years, 
and bear 4 percent interest. 





New Secretary of National Live Stock 

Secretary Adolph Levey of the Na- 
tional Live Stock has resigned and has 
gone with the American Live Stock. 
He is succeeded by T. K. Smith, for- 
merly superintendent of agents. 





Rules on Telephone Property 

The governing committee of the 
Western Union has ruled that tele- 
phone exchange property, including 
switchboards and other apparatus in 
connection therewith, when contained 
in brick mercantile buildings, may be 
written at 2%4 and 4 annual premiums 
for three and five years respectively, 
provided the building itself is eligible 
for term insurance.
